Tier 2 States Weekly Overview - January 4, 2013 


New Jersey 


KEY ACTIVITIES: As part of Governor Chris Christie's veto of last year's drilling ban, the 
Department of Environmental Protection will issue a report evaluating the potential 
environmental impacts of HF in New Jersey as well as reviewing the findings of outstanding 
and ongoing federal HF studies. 

The DEP report will be released later this month. It is the understanding of ANGA operative 
Ferguson Strategies that the draft report merely restates that, except for a small portion of 
Utica shale in the northwest corner of the state, there are no known recoverable shale plays in 
New Jersey and no drilling planned in the foreseeable future. The draft report also 
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summarizes recent federal HF studies, including environmental impacts. 


ISSUES AND STRATEGIES: Hurricane Sandy once again dominates news from Trenton, as 
Governor Christie made national news this week with withering criticism of congressional 
Republicans - and in particular House Speaker Boehner - for failing to pass disaster relief 
funding. Meanwhile, the governor is preparing for his annual State of the State Address, which 
will be delivered to the Legislature on Jan. 8. The speech is expected to focus on hurricane 
recovery efforts as well as focusing on the state's budget and tax issues. No gas-related policies 
are currently expected to be included in the governor's address. 

It is unclear how early in the new legislative year Democrats will renew their push for anti-HF 
legislation. The one-year drilling moratorium - imposed by the governor's 2011 veto of 
legislation that would have banned drilling - will expire in two weeks. 

After a break for the holidays, lawmakers return to Trenton this week with hearings on the 
state's budget. No floor votes in either the Assembly or Senate are currently scheduled until 
later this month. 


Maryland 

KEY ACTIVITIES: ANGA operatives the Artemis Group are working with ANGA staff on 
responding to an invitation to participate in a Jan. 22 state Senate informational briefing on the 
Marcellus Shale. 

Questions will be primarily asked around the drilling process, water use and safety and surface 
protection. More information will be available on the briefing when the staff and Senators 
return to Annapolis next week. The briefing is part of the legislature's effort to gather input 
and information for a comprehensive bill to regulate gas development in the state. Several 
individual bills to regulate the industry - many containing anti-HF provisions - were defeated 
in last year's session. 

ISSUES AND STRATEGIES: The Maryland Association of Counties (MACO) held its annual 
Winter Conference in Cambridge, MD, this week. ANGA's Maryland operatives were able to 
have good discussions with western Maryland County leaders, leaders in the Maryland 
legislature and several of the leading candidates for governor. 

The powerful President of the state Senate, Democratic Sen. Mike Miller from Prince George's 
County, is in favor of drilling in Western Maryland with appropriate regulations. This is seen 
as positive news for gas industry interests. 


North Carolina 

KEY ACTIVITIES: ANGA is reviewing a list of top priorities for legislation requested by the 
legislative working group. ANGA is also reviewing a request by the Senior Policy Advisor to 
the President Pro Tempore regarding tax provisions for natural gas exploration. ANGA 
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operative Amy Fullbright of K&L Gates is working to set up meetings for Michelle Bloodworth 
and others regarding increased demand for natural gas in NC. 

Governor-Elect Pat McCrory will legally become Governor Saturday at noon, at a small 
swearing in in the state Senate's chambers. The Governor-Elect wanted to ensure that he was 
sworn in before the state legislature goes back in session on Wednesday, Jan. 9. A larger, more 
public inauguration ceremony and inaugural address, followed by a parade, will take place a 
week later, on Saturday, Jan. 12. McCrory will be North Carolina's first Republican governor 
since January 1993. 

ANGA's operative will continue to work with H&K on earned media in NC for the New Year. 

ANGA is reviewing a list of top priorities for legislation requested by the legislative working 
group. 

ISSUES AND STRATEGIES: Governor-Elect McCrory spoke to the NC Bankers Assocation/NC 
Chamber Economic Forecast Forum on Wednesday, Jan. 2. Always the premier event to kick 
off the New Year in NC, McCrory highlighted his goals for his new administration including 
natural gas exploration. 

McCrory said he wants North Carolina to join with Virginia, South Carolina and Georgia to 
negotiate with the federal government on offshore natural gas and oil drilling. He also wants to 
put inland gas exploration on the fastest track possible to generate revenue and jobs for the 
state, as well as energy for the U.S. 

"The downside right now is we've started very, very late, and now the gas price has gone very 
low," he said. "It's going to be a tough, competitive market to begin that process."
